Amsterdam —CT>— Queen Wilhel- 


mina of the Netherlands and King 
Leopold of the Belgians announced 
today they would send messages to 
Germany, Great Britain and France 
jointly offering their good offices 
for peace. 


The offer to be made to the heads 


of state of the warring powers will 
be as follows, an official announce- 
ment said: 


"In the hour of anxious tension 


for the world, before war in west- 
ern Europe begins with full power, 
we are convinced we are obligated 
to make our voices heard again. 


"The belligerents declared some 


time ago that they are not stand- 
ing obstinately against examina- 
tion of a reasonable and fixed 
basis of a reasonable peace. 
Contact Difficult 


"We consider that in the actual 


circumstances it is difficult for the 
belligerents to seek contact with 
one another, and as the sovereigns 
of two neutral states which have 
good relations with all their neigh- 
bors, we are willing to offer our 
.good offices. 


"In case they are accepted, we 
are willing to use all means which 
the belligerents give us and which 
we possess to find, in the spirit of 
friendly understanding, factors to 
facilitate an agreement 


"This appears to be our task for 


the welfare of our peoples and for 
the whole world. 


"We hope our offer will be ac- 


cepted and that in this way the first 
step will be taken toward perma- 
nent peace." 


The announcement was issued 
shortly after King Leopold depart- 
ed for Brussels following a surprise 
ronffefence with the queen which 
started last night 


Accompanied by his foreign min- 
ister, Paul Henri Spaak, Leopold 
conferred with Wilhelmina until a 
late hour last night and had a sec- 
ond talk with her this morning.

of the anti-strike provision and the other dictatorial clauses of the ham- 
'n'-eggs plans by the communistic California C.I.O., is a section which 
occurs along toward the end of the proposal, providing for the recall of 
the dictator by the usual method. For a fact, that makes it funnier, and it 
is likely that one of the brothers in the mutually sus- 
picious band of promoters who dreamed up this 
weird disturbance inserted the recall clause as a pre- 
caution. It might be used to remind Mr. Roy Owens, 
the nominee for dictator, of his obligations to his part- 
ners in the ham-'n'-eggs business and curb any ten- 
dency on his part to deny them the rewards of self- 
less service to the cause. 


On what grounds Owens could be recalled it is 


difficult to conceive, however, inasmuch as another 
provision of the article, in plain, vigorous language, 
forbids any interference with the administration of 
the ham-'n'-eggs plan, even by the courts; another 
empowers him to interpret the intent and spirit of the 
act, subject to no review or superior authority, and 
Peeler 


still another forbids aU persons to curtail any capacity to produce goods, 
services, conveniences or comforts. 


These provisions are among the few little blurts salted away amid the 


ingenious confusion of the counterfeiting plan which are couched in plain 
and vigorous language, and they do not occur in the sequence in which I 
have arranged them, but are delib- 
erately scattered and mixed so as to 
conceal their relationship. Strung 
together, however, they spell just 
what they seem to spell, and, in 
spelling them out it is' important to 
remember that the capacity to pro- 
duce goods, services, conveniences 
or comforts is personal in the case 
of each individual.

It is not likely that ihis newspaper 


will stir up a ccntro%rersy by declaring 
that Governor Julius P. Heil has consid- 
erably fewer supporters today than he en- 
joyed last November 8, or on January 2 
when thousands of well-wishers thronged 
the state capitol for his inauguration. 


Several factors have contributed to 


the loss of public esteem of the governor 
which even Republicans will acknowledge. 
One is the fact that the job which faced 
the new governor was bigger than he an- 
ticipated. Apparently surprised at the dis- 
covery, he fumbled around for several 
months before the legislature found out 
•what he wanted. A second highly impor- 
tant reason is the governor's inexperience 
in affairs political. 


Out of this grew many of the gover- 


nor's troubles. Now apparently baffled 
and hurt, vaguely feeling that events have 
not shaped themselves as they might, he 
makes speeches like his Wisconsin Rapids 
classic in which he blames the "wine, 
women and song'' proclivities of the leg- 
islature for the 
administration's short- 


comings. 


One of the aspects of politics which 


Heil has ignored completely is publicity. 
Heil ought to know by this tune that 
running a government differs from run- 
ning a corporation, in spots anyway. 
"While the stockholders may not have to 
be informed constantly of the company's 
«ffairs, the people in Wisconsin have 
grown accustomed to the idea. Heil has 
failed them here. 


For the good of his administration and 


his party, Heil ought immediately to be- 
gin work on the preparation of a clear and 
concise statement of the state's finances, 
the root of the Republican administration's 
etribarassment during the entire legisla- 
tive session and today. 


Several times the. governor has prom- 


ised to confide in the stockholders of the 
state government enterprise—which he 
pointed out in his maiden political speech 
in 1938 is the biggest business in the state 
—the affairs and the problems of his 
stewardship, but he has thus far failed to 
do so. Early in February he told the leg- 
islature that he would appear at monthly 
Intervals to discuss their tasks with them, 
and at the same time to report the admin- 
istration's progress to the people. That 
promise was never fulfilled. Then several 
months ago he announced a series of radio 
addresses, a series which was also halted 
before it was well begun. Heil spoke 
once, the lieutenant governor followed, 
more were announced, but they never 
came.^ Capitol newspapermen complain 
that they have during the 10 months of 
the governor's term been unable to get an 
interview with him. 


The governor's financial worries are 


not so complicated that the public can- 
not understand them. The 
impending 


treasury defaults are caused by factors for 
•which the go\Ternor or his administration 
are not entirely responsible. But when 
he proposes heavy new taxes in contrast 
to his earlier assurances of tax reduction, 
and without explanations, he is treading a 
politically perilous path. 


Heil, for example, could separate into I 


two accounts the state's budgetary expen- j 
ses, and illustrate very simply why the , 
total budget has risen. By segregating the 
expense of the state departments and in- 
stitutions on one ledger, he could prove 
that he ha? actually achieved substantial 
economies By assembling the other state 
expenses, the state aid to localities, the 
heavily increanid cost nf pensions, relief 
and other v.-elfare burdens, 
he 
could 


show the taxpayers a reason for the stale 
deficit and the threat nf new taxes. He 
could compare lax yields this year with 
revenues in previous years to shov an- 
other reason for the embarassrrent in his 
treasu^- today.

Such a policy in the strange 
happenings in the economic world is just 
as likely to interrupt orders and defeat 
the very purpose for which it is instituted 
as anything else. 


But there is a close relation between 


this labor dispute and the marketing of 
milk for in each instance labor is seeking 
to solve a problem of jobs by the adop- 
tion of a rule that has not heretofore 
been a producer or preserver of jobs but 
rather a destroyer of them. 


It must be granted, of course, that ev- 


ery industry can stand a certain amount 
of abuse. An individual or even a group 
slowing down work or delivering inferior 
workmanship are all elements that can 
be taken up by normal slack but when 
the objective of an individual or group 
becomes general a pronounced effect will 
be felt in the industry. 


It is the business of auto makers af- 


ter providing a customary standard of 
wages and a fair profit to themselves to 
sell their cars just as cheaply as possible. 
The very cheapness at which they can be 
sold increases the orders, the production 
and therefore the jobs. But if the work- 
ers, distracted by the unsteadiness of their 
jobs, are to be permitted to slow down 


j work, add cost to the manufacture, and 


ultimately raise the price of the car, they 
are not only hurting the industry and pre- 
venting the public from buying oftener 
but effectively increasing the unsteadiness 
in then- employment about which they 
now complain. 


Precisely the same principle applies to 


milk. In the interest of the producer of 
this article of food and also of the num- 
ber of men who may be steadily employed 
both in its production and distribution it 
is essential that it be sold as cheaply as 
possible after taking into account the cus- 
tomary standard of wages for the workers 
and a fair profit for the dairy man. 


But labor steps in and says in effect: 


If milk is permitted to be sold at stores 
where it can be sold cheapest we cannot 
support as extensive an employment list 
of drivers who deliver to homes, there- 
fore we insist upon laws or regulations 
making the storekeeper charge as much 
as home delivered milk which will throw 
the business to the drivers since the homes 
will accept the convenience of delivery 
over store purchase so long as the cost 
is the same. 


Labor's purpose to protect itself is gen-' 


uine but it is not constructive because 
by a circuitous route it is striking down 
or crippling the producer. 


When labor, in either the auto or milk 


industry seeks prevailing wages, prevail- 
ing hours or prevailing conditions of safe- 
ty it is within its proper jurisdiction; but 
when it seeks merely to make jobs where 
legitimate jobs do not exist it is swinging 
the axe at the roots of the tree. 


In the auto industry it is a pity that 


employment cannot be made more steady 
but it is not sensible to blame the manu- 
facturers who are trying day in and day 
out to get all the orders they can and 
who certainly cannot materially control 
their flow. 
Moreover we are bound to 


have much more seasonable employment 
than that in the auto industry. 


And in the milk industry, after labor 


has satisfied itself that it is obtaining 
wages, hours and conditions in conformi- 
ty to existing standards, it should not seek 
to increase the number of jobs and there- 
fore the weight of selling expense since 
that procedure is an unnatural but very 
material influence upon production, which 
strikes at the producer.

"GREAT PLAGUE" 


Samuel Fepys had been writing 


his diary lor three years when he' 
set down this note. "The plague has 
got to Amsterdam!" 
i 


The "plague" of which he spoke i 


was a fearful 
disease 
which had i 


been spreading across Europe. 
It- 


is known in history as the Great i 
Plague. Probably it was a new out-: 
break of the Black Death which 
had swept away about one-third of 
the people of Europe 300 years be- 
fore, 
i 


__ 
Little girl being lowered to boat 


during: the Great Plague. 
The note about Amsterdam was 


made in 1663. In later days and 
months, Pepys wrote other things 
about the Great 
Plague 
on the 


mainland of Europe. Then—in 1665 
—it came to London! In the diary, 
we find this entry: 


"Great fears of the sickness here 


in the City. It is said that two or 
three houses are already shut up. 
God save us all! 


Five weeks later, 
another note 


appears: 


"This day, in Drnry Lane, 1 saw 


two or three houses narked with a 
red cross on the doors, and 'Lord 
have mercy on us' was written 
there." 


A little later, he wrote: 
'1 find almost 
all 
the town 


leaving. The coaches and wagons 
are full of people going into the 
country. It was a sad noise to hear 
our bell toll and ring so often to- 
day to announce deaths." 


Although Pepys spoke of "almost 


all the town" leaving London, he 
was thinking of the 
nobles 
and 


rich people. The poor, for the most 
part, did not have the money to 
leave. If they had left, they would 
not have known 
how to obtain 


work to care for themselves. 


One day Pepys found a little girl 


who could not pay to go to friends • 
in the country, who were ready to 
take care of her. So he hired a boat 
for her. and she was lowered into 
it from a high bank of the Thames • 
river. 


As time went 
on, illness took 


more and more lives. In one Au- 
gust week, Pepys says that more 
than 6,000 persons died. 


Altogether, the Great Plague cost 


the lives of close to 100,000 resi- 
dents of London and suburbs, 


"Nobody but poor wretches in 


the streets!" wrote Pepys. "So many 
sick people! So many sad stories! 
They tell me that in Westminster 
(a part of London) every doctor is 
dead." 


In the wake of the plague came 


the Great Fire of London.
